The train, No. 7. westbound from 
New York to Chicago, was going 
about 70 miles an hour, trainmen 
said, when it left the rails. 
Cars Catch Fire 
Nine cars and the engine 
over­ 
turned in a ditch, and two of the 
cars 
caught 
fire. 
Four 
other 
coaches, containing most of the 30 
passenger- aboard, 
remained 
up­ 
right 
Charles Scott, engineer, and Earl 
Swihart, fireman, both of Hunting­ 
ton, Ind., were trapped in the cab 
of the locomotive and were killed, 
probably 
instantly. 
Charles 
Al­ 
drich, of Lima, 
working in 
the 
tower, was killed when the crash 
hurled him from his lofty rooms 
onto one of the burning coaches. 
The bodies of Aldrich and Swi­ 
hart, burned so badly that identi­ 
fication was difficult, were recover­ 
ed from the wreckage. Scott's body 
was buried in the debris. 
Only one passenger, Miss Geor­ 
gia Deerwester of Huntington, Ind., 
required hospital treatment. 
She 
suffered severe cuts when rescuers 
lifted her through the window of a 
wrecked coach.

Firemen Handicapped 
Lima firemen fought the flames 
desperately but were limited to the

Three 
theories 
are put forth as 
to the cause 
of 
this defect. The 
lirst of these is 
that there is in­ 
volvement of cer­ 
tain nerves of the foot. There is the 
mechanical theory, the belief that 
pressure during birth causes the de­ 
formity. The third view is that it 
comes from infantile paralysis or 
some other infection. 
In Congenital Cases 
In “talipes,” which is the medical 
name for club foot, the foot is drop­ 
ped in such a manner as to make it 
resemble a club. In congenital cases, 
the affliction usually involves both 
feet. 
Congenital club foot' should be 
treated in infancy. Then It is often 
possible to correct the deformity 
without an operation. Relief comes 
from manipulation. The foot is re­ 
stored to its normal position and 
kept there by plaster of paris ban­ 
dages. 
Other cases of club foot can be 
overcome only by operation. In this 
flttocedure, the 
tendon 
which Is 
K L rte n ed and causing the deform­ 
ity. is cut. It is a simple operation 
and need cause no alarm. 
After "tenotomy," which is the 
name of the operation, the affected 
foot is placed in a plaster of paris 
bandage. This immediate treatm ent 
is followed by supervised exercises 
and massages. These are continued 
until the deformity is entirely cor­ 
rected. 
A similar operation has been suc­ 
cessfully used of late in many cases 
of club foot caused by infantile par­ 
alysis. It differs in one respect. In 
paralvtic cases, the tendon is cut 
and attached to a healthy and un­ 
paralyzed muscle. By this procedure 
the paralysis is overcome and the 
deformity disappears. 
Value of Club-Foot Shoe 
Let me warn against placing too 
much faith in the so-called "club 
foot shoe." It Is only of value in 
mild cases. In most instances it is 
uncomfortable and does not cure 
the underlying deformity. 
Society is more and more indebt 
ed to the outstanding achievements 
of modern surgery. W hat is being 
done is a blessing to rumanitv. We 
should take advantage of every op 
portunity offered to remedy club 
foot and other physical deformities. 
a 
ry child has a right to a straight 
strong body. Never neglect de­ 
formities which will humiliate and 
r 
Xuke your child unhappy through­ 
out his life. 
A careful examination of a child 
at birth will reveal any abnormality 
that may be present. If club foot is 
found necessary measures for cor­ 
rection should be taken at once. 
Bear in mind that early diagnosis 
and early treatm ent are essential to 
a successful and complete cure.
